REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Claims 13 and 18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach the specific combination of elements as claimed in 
independent claims 13 and 18. In particular the prior art fails to teach inter alia, the elements of the 
interactive learning system as specifically claimed, in combination with a learning aid device comprising 
a housing having a receiving space formed therein and an entrance formed at the fi"ont thereof; and a 
rotatable supporting stage rotatably installed on a slide board for supporting a toy. The closest prior art of 
record discloses an interactive learning system coupled to an interactive toy (See Gabai et al), however 
does not teach, suggest, or motivate one of ordinary skill to combine the interactive learning system with 
the specifically claimed housing structure of the learning aid device.
